COiVTJiOL OF THE POLICE. 

Councillor Mansell has given notice 
of a motion for the appointment of a 
committee whose duty it shall be to 
take steps to place the municipal jjolice 
under the control of the city, After 
the experience of the past year this is 
a step that ouqht to commend itself to 
all ratepayers. The city requires the 
undividetj'attentipn of (iM ,her police- 
men, from the superintendent down. 
The existing law, which places the 
police, whose services are paid for from 
the city revenue, under tlic control of 
the local government, has seriously im- 
paired the cfiiciency of the force. A 
policeman, may be "working up" a 
case of great importance and may have 
all the threads well in hand, when at 
the most critical moment he is liable to 
be suddenly ordered away to a distant 
part of the province upon other duty, 
and the case drops to the ground. This 
has occurred over and over again ; and 
to the divided responsibility of tlie 
police may be ascribed the ineilicient 
state.iat;o which the force has fallen. 
If tliaproyince rcqu'res a police force, 
let'^fiSkVjprb'vincc ])ay for it, but it is un- 
fair to ask municipalities to defray the 
expenses of a force whose services they 
cannot count upon with any degree of 
certainty from one day to another.

Ne^ \Vest.mi.n-.ster, Nov. lltli.— Tlie 
Mnoloan and Haro caso ciiiuc on at ton 
this morning. McCroiylit nnd Harrison 
for prosecution; Bolu fur pri.soiiors. Bulo 
objected to tho jurisdiction of the court 
that thg Lieut. Governor had no author- 
ity to issue a commission. Objection 
overruled. 

Prisoners then plca'led a prior convic- 
tion and tliat first trial was valid. Crown 
replied tliat former trial was declared a 
nullity \iy the Supremo Court.

A FLYING SQUADRON TO AR- 
RIVE IN JUNE 

With a Prince of tlie Blood 
Royal ! 



AND MARQUIS OF LORNE AND PRINCESS 
L0UI8L 

lutelligenoe lias reached us of a very 
important'and interesting character. A 

flying squadron is about to leave or has 
just left England for tho Pacific under the 
command of Admiral tho Earl of Clan- 
william, once known on this station as. 
Lord Gilford, when in command of H.M. 
S. Tribune, and who married Miss Ken- 
nedy, daughter of Sir Edward Kennedy, 
formerly governor of Vancouver Island 
and now governor of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia. H. M. S. Bacchante with" the 
Royal Princes (sons '"of the ' Prihco of 
Wales) on board will bo one 'of tlie visit- 
ing shijis. She will bo joined at Vigo, 
Spain, by the flagship and other vessels 
of the squadron. At Vigo ''H. R. H. 
Prince Arthur Victorof Wales will leave tho 
Bacchante and proceed to England, where 
he will enter the army, for which he is 
destined. H. R. H. Prince Ooorgo of 
Wales ^yill remain on board the Bacchante. 
Tlio squadron will then sail from Vigo for 
tho Pacific, coming tlirougli the Straits of 
Magellan, calling at the principal ports 
(including San Francisco) on the way up 
the coast to Esquimalt. At this station 
the ships will refit, and after a stay of ton 
days or two weeks will sail for Sandwich 
Islands, Hongkong and • Singapore. 
From China the Bacchante ^yill go 
to England via tho Suez canal, so 
08 to reach Portsmouth in December of 
next year. The remaining ships of tho 
squadron will proceed homeward by w.iy 
of the Cape of Good Hope. 

At San Francisco, it is said, tho Mar- 
quis of Lome and Princess Louise will 
join tho squadron and come on to Vic- 
toria. Tho Marquis and Princess will re- 
main some time in the Province and will 
visit the railway works and other points of 
interest. It is e.xpcctod that tho squadron 
will reach Esquimalt about the Ist of 
Juno next. The fioot, so far as is known, 
Avill consist of tho following sliips :--

The &uo3tB and ti.o Speoolios— Ira- 
land's TrouUo Siscussod. 

Lo-VDox, Nov. 9. — Tho new lord mayor 
gave tlio customary banquet at Guildhall 
to-night. Nearly a thousand guests at- 
tended. Gladstone, Challomol Lacour, 
the French ambassador, . and Gondostau- 
los, the Greek minister, " Avere' received 
with enthusiastic cheers. Lowell, the 
American minister, was present. Glad- 
stone, in reply to tho toast to her majesty's 
ministers, said the abundant harvest was 
one fortunate circumstance for Ireland. 
It would bo tho duty of tho_ ministers to 
carefully examine tho condition of the 
law in regard to tho wants of Ireland, 
and if they found occasion to believe its 
provisions insuiliciont for tho happiness of 
tlie people, tliey would not scruple to call 
on parliament to deal with the subject in 
a spirit of equity and justice, lllegiti- 
mato influences aro at work in Ireland. 
Tlio iniiintondnce of public'rordor is to bo 
considered boforo tho improvement of tho 
law. Those who wish ' to occupy tho 
evicted farms aro ob.structed by inonaco, 
intimidation, crime and infringomont of 
tho rights of citizenship. Although tho 
government is anxious to promote prac- 
tical improvement in tho laud laws ; yet 
we recognize as a duty, ab6fve~8ll others, 
tho duty of enforcing the Itiw for tho pur- 
poses of order. Tho obligation is incum- 
bent upon us to protect every citizen in 
tho enjoyment of life and property, and 
it may bo under certain circumstances 
tliat wo may be compelled to ask for a cer- 
tain increase of power. Wo will never 
anticipate such a oontingonoy, yot if it 
arises wo will not shrink from the obliga- 
tions devolving upon us. Although the 
Zulu war is ended, yet another struggle 
has begun in South Africa which, I am 
sorry to say, has not yot terminated. As 
to India, wo havo not yet accompiisliod 
all wo wish.' Sonio portion of Afghanis- 
tan has been restored to a more, hopeful 
condition. \Vo have beon able to dhnin- 
isli by 30,000 tho force engaged in Af- 
ghanistan. 

Referring to the eastern (lucstien, 
Gladstone said: Tho lote premier justly 
stated that if tho treaty of Berlin was 
carried out it would bo very bonoficial, 
and that England would not .shrink from 
tho obligations of tho treaty. When wo 
came into power we determined to ii|)- 
hold the treaty. 

We deny that wo aro enemies to Tur- 
key. On the contrary, wo liave pursued 
a policy by whicli Turkey may continuo 
to exist. To justify that existence two 
things are necessary: tho fulfillment of 
its international obligations, and that the 
condition of the Ottoman subjects bo ren- 
dered tolerable by equal laws. No pro- 
gress has yot been made in tho great ques- 
tion OS tn European concert. \Vo did not 
wish it to be the duty of England to take 
upon itself alone tho obligations of tho 
treaty of I?orliu, but we wished to [iro- 
iiiote concert by amicable moans. We 
havo just received a telegram from the 
sultan informing ua ho has good hope 
that during to-day or to-morrow highly 
satisfagtBi'ji news .will bo 'racoivcd fijom- 
■liiilcigho; • j i . ',{,', 

Gladstone brought liis speech to a close 
with a toast to tho health of the lord 
mayor. 



The Pvocont Bvirglarios. 

Investigations relative to the recent 
burglaries that have occurred in this city 
bring to light fresh incidents which tend 
to confirm the belief that there is in our 
midst a gang of ruflians whose livelihood 
'has for some time past been gained by 
anything but honest means. Amongst 
tho latest developments is the fact that on 
Monday night last at about 1 o'clock a 
burglarious atteinpt w.as made to enter 
the residence of Mr. D. Fee, who lives 
on Herald street, between Government 
and Douglas. The family had retired for 
the night and at the hour mentioned Mrs. 
Fee was aroused by tho noiso of some 
person inserting a key in the lock of'the 
frontdoor. She listened carefully, and 
feeling assured that thieves were attempt- 
ing to effect an entrance, she rose quietly 
from her bed and awoke her two sons, tel- 
ling them of the presence of burglars.

A170TSBII FHASE OF TBE Mo- 
ITAIrlEE CASE. 

Assault by a Provincial Queoa's Oota- 
sel on Opposlner Oou&sel — Tho 
Oourt Boom Oonvorted into a 
Coohpit. 



AloNTRKAL, Out. 2 8. — All I'xlriior 
dinary and most uniusual .scene occurr- 
ed in tho Court of Queen's Bench to- 
day, shortly before the Chief Justice 
entered to pass sontence upon the jiri 
.soners. As thc^hour ajiproaehnd for 
his lord.sliip's appearance tho court was 
densely crowded with lawyers and 
spectators, the interest centering 
in tho prisoner who was convicted 
of the McNainco robbery. F. 
X. ('. Arcliainbault, Q. C, who 
was leatlor for the defeneo, was in his 
place robed and ready to addres.s tlio 
court as a deniicr rcjt^oii in an arrest 
of judgment. Tlie scene in the court 
room at tho time was very animated, 
everyone being on tiptoe of excitement 
to learn tho punishjnent that would 
be meted out to tho criminal. At tiiis 
moment Mr. F. .J. Quinn, a young and 
promising Irisli lawyer who was the 
private counsel of Mr. MeXamco, en- 
tered and as ho passed Mr. Arohain- 
bault, immediately under the bench, 
tho Intter-oaughfc him by tho .shoulders 
and hurled him back with tremendous 
force, for tho assailant is physically a 
powerful man, whilst his opponent i.s 
a .slight built young fellow not half his 
weight. The little army of detectives 
nud constablc.9 who were in court wait- 
ing j\Iacawber-liko far 'aomething to 
turn up rushed between the irate 
Queen's counsel and Iiis victim uttering 
words of warning and reproacli for his 
disorderly conduct. ^Ir. Arcliaiiibanlt 
was on lii.s nuisclo, however, and sweep- 
ing all before him, ho di.srobed and was 
about to pool oiT hin coat when the 
stolid demeanor of his youthful ad- 
versary, who had quietly composed him 
iJelf ,'tn' a chair, ratlier deterred him 
from resorting to further violence. lie 
did not allow his wrath to subside 
very quickly, however, as ho subse- 
quently went over to IMr. Quinn, shook 
his massive list iu the iatlor's faco nnd 
usedj^v hat; would- bo considered lan- 
guage unfit for refined lips if it had 
not proceeded from a Queen's counsel. 
The young •Irishmoii wa.s calm and af- 
fected to despise tho wrath of liis ad- 
versary. With a most placid counten- 
ance and the greatest sangj'roid, Mr. 
Quinn said: — "I will. take- nO notice of 
what you say." - ' ; 

"No, 1 guess you won't, because you 
are a cowanl," replied Mr. Archam- 
bault, nialcing the sentence more em- 
phatic by an obseveration not found in 
polite language. He then called upon 
the audieuce, who wore worked up to a 
state of tho utmost excitement, to wit- 
ness tho challenge v/hich he had given. 
Undismayed, and without giving way 
to liiK temper, Jlr. Quinn responded: — 
" You are well known, sir." 
" Yes," replied Mr. Archambault, "and 
you are well enough known. " 

' • But you are too well known liere," 
said Mr. Quinn. 

With a fearful oath Mr. Arehamhault, 
whoso French blood had risen to boiling 
point, jumped to his feet and cried, 

" Yuu say I am too well known you • 

you ," and with more language unfit 

for publication, he struck at Quinn with 
the utmost fierceness. A terrible struggle 
followed, iuid the court was a scene of in- 
describalile uproar that would have dis- 
graced a cockpit. Yells and cries of " Go 

fnrhiml" "Oo for tho !"' was raised. 

But horc it is better to draw the curtain. 
The next scone witnesses tlie detectives 
rushing across the floor, whether to join 
in the hostilities or put a stop to them it 
is difficult to say, for tho court's orderly 
oflicer interposed his liuthdrtty, " arid 
would not allow them to interfere m his 
domain. Placing his staff across tho pas- 
sage he dared the oDiocrs to enter, and 
and shouted in stentorian tones, "We 
don't want any detectives here; we can 
keep order here," whilst at this moment 
within a few feet of him inside the legal 
arena tho two gentlemen of the long robo 
were looked in a liorco struggle for 
master}'. Friends having interfered the 
belligerents ^vcro separated, and a gentle 
remonstrance from the High Shorifl', who 
entered in his robes of ofH,ce, partially 
quieted thcin "down.

The trouble between Archambault and 
Quinn all arose out of McNamee's evi- 
dence in the robbery caso, tho former ac- 
cusing the latter of being a party to the 
reflections cast by MoNamoo npon Arch- 
ambanlt's professional honour and in- 
tegrity.

BnossELSj'^^N'ov. 8. — On Friday last 
Mr. J'araes Sonald, proprietor of the 
steam fire engine factory here, was ar- 
rested on a charge of fraud. It appears 
that about a month ago Mr. Eonald 
went to Harrison's bank to retire a 
note for $88 which was signed J. D. 
Ronald and James Ronald, and Mr.

James Ron- 
ald lia\ing 1)0011 omitted. This was 
pointed out at once to IMr. Ronald, 
who was asked to complete tho renewal 
of the note. This, however, bo refused to 
do, upon which the teller threatened 
criminal proceedings unless the matter 
was then nnd there settled. A lively 
time ensued but Ronald por.si.sted in his 
foolish course, and iinally loft the bank 
ofiice without signing his name to the 
note. The matter was allowed to rest 
until Friday last when Mr. Ronald 
was apprehended, brought before 
S(iuiren Hunlor and Shaw and remand- 
ed. Tho villager.s aro excited over the 
aflair, their interest being increased by 
the fact that jMr. Ronald was boii- 
us.sed to the e.xtent of $20,000 to start 
his factory, agreeing on., his ,part to 
keep 50 men employed in it. During 
tho three Jyoara .only six . steam - en- 
gines have been manufactured and no 
more than .seven men men havo at any 
time been employed.

C'olliugwood 
Schreiber, nnd it is alleged that they 
went on business connected with the 
Pacific Railway. 

It i§;.underat<}od, that tho superannu- 
ation of "Sli"' Alfred Patrick, Cleric ' of 
the House of Commons, lias been fin- 
ally decided on, and will take cfl'ect on 
the first of Jaininiy next. INlr. J. G. 
liourinot, first assistant clerk, will pro- 
bably succeed him, in accordance with 
the practice whieh has prevailed ever 
since the establishment of a Legislature 
in Canada.

jThe following extract, from a letter 
just received by a gentleman in Dun- 
dee from a friend on board a .steamer 
trading in South America, gives an in- 
teresting account of the stratagem by 
which the important ])osition of Arica 
was taken by the Chileans. The letter 
is dated Chimbotc, Peru, 18th July, 
and tho writer says : " We arrived 
iiere four days ago from the sea, and 
the company intended to send us north 
on tho Panama iMail Station, b'lt some 
trouble has arisiui about our carrying 
arms for tin enemy, and government 
have stopped us. Our last voyage 
south was rather an eyentf iil one. We 
were the first to carry^'dp'yii the news 
of the fall of Tacna and, the taking of 
the port of Arica, the strongest fortifi- 
cil position 1 ever saw ; nearly as good 
as Gibrallnr, in some points much 
stronger. U is called tho 'j\Iorro of 
.'Vrica,' an immenF.e rock on the south 
side of the town, from 800,:..to.,.1000 
feet high, and quite perpendicular. It 
has the command of the Pacific, both 
from north and south, and the surf is 
so great that no boat could land on 
either side except at the port. A ridge 
or valley lies between it and the next 
hill. Looki^C^*:ftKkja north and 
soutli' IB' a bfeaiitif lil'set'bf l"2'Armstrong 
rifled 2.j0 pounders, and landward are 
three forts, each having a 150-poundeT, 
and looking right down on the town 
and surrounding ))lain. Beyond all 
these forts there were mines diig for 
miles in a circular foriii, wbere:>,it was 
expected tho attack, >vould'- bo' made. 
TheseiihiiieB were- filled with tons of 
powderjand -.dynamite, and connected 
with electric wires to batteries on the 
top of the Morroj and also to another 
place secreted on the plain, so that if 
the encaiy entered from either side the^ 



signal could be given to work the bat- 
teries and blow them up. The Chile- 
nos entered by the plain first, and just 
as the signal was about to be given to 
the officers on the Mdrrb, |oi(ey of the 
battery men of tho plain Rwas'-!'seen^ and 
shot. .The other one, an engineer from 
tho Peruvian navy, named Elmore, an 
Euglishman, saw he was doomed and 
delivered himself up to the enemy. He 
was bribed to deliver up ^the plan of 
the forts and mines which were iu his 
possession for tho handsome sum of 
§50,000. Traitor ! but he did it. Tho 
enemy then comuienced to scour the 
country and cut all the communicating 
wires to the mines. The Peruvians on 
the Morro, not knowing what had haii- 
pened, allowed tho Chilenos to ascend 
unmolested until they had the whole 
Chilian army, as they thought, inside the 
mines, and then the conimaiiding ofli- 
cer ran to tho batteries to work the 
oloctric connection, but lo.l ttjie^t ^vires 
had been cut, and the 6fiilian * army 
rushed into tho forts and drove the 
garrison over the clifl' at tho point of 
the bayonet. The slaugliter was terri- 
fic. Men and horses were driven over 
tiie Morro into tho sea, a fall of 1 ,000 
feet I visited the mines and forts 
after the battle was over, and what a 
scene. The dead were piled u]) in some 
places threo feet deep ; torn uniforms, 
cartridge bo.xes and belts lying about in 
all directions, and cart loads of car- 
tridges quite new ; and one of the big 
guns had burst, slaughtering all tho 
gunners. When tho Chileans took tho 
j\[orro, they turned the guns on tho 
Peruvian monitor lying in the bay. Of 
course they did not know why their 
own guns were firing on them, never 
expecting the enemy would t;iko the 
Morro. She stoaiiied out, but was mot 
by threo of the enemy's ships. They 
then opened the sea valves and sank 
her, tho men escaping in their torpedo 
launch. The chief and second engin- 
eers were Scotchmen ; all the others 
were Peruvians.
